Please find materials to support a notification to add language to allow for nitrogen restrictions as required by
Florida and several other states. We have added footnotes to request that usefs check with local extension
agents regarding the maximum rate in their area. (This is regarded as the only practical way to allow for the
variety of state regulations that are proliferating). Since these restrictions are being required by state
governmental authorities, we contend (as was agreed by phone on September 6th), that these changes can
qualify as a notification.

We have changed our address and added several additional EPA Establishment numbers. We have several
other minor label changes, changed "Inert" to "Other" under the Active Ingredients. Have added "Pesticide"
to Storage, under the Storage and Disposal statement, which is now EPA standard language for consumer
products. And we have added several additional marketing claims.

Finally, optional claims to comply with various state initiatives are grouped at the end of the label so 'Ji6y can
be reviewed together. .mi
